Natural Resources Intelligence, 
Branch, Department of Interior, 
Ottawa, a new edition of a map 
mueh sought after by prospective 
settler in Western Canada, namely 
the Northern Alberta Homestead 
Map, on a scale of 12 1-2 miles to 
the inch. 

The new issue is most compreh- 
ensive in the information contain- 
ted. By an elaborate colour sche- 
|me the vast land area is divided 
in such a way as to indicate clear- 
ly the disposition of the whole 
The various colours represent 
Land finally disposed of; Lands 
entered for but not patented; For- 
est Reserves; Timber Berths; Gra- 
zing Leases; Dominion Parks and 
Indian reserves, also the bound 
ries of Dominion land agencies and 
the loeation of the land Offices 
In addition the general direction 
of coal seams, outcrops of tar 
sands, gas and oil borings, is in- 
dicated. 

Several new features included 
in the map just being published 
are especially worthy of note. 
Rectangular spaces in light buff 
for instance, show the lands res- 
erved exclusively for settlement 
by returned solidier. Adl these 
lands south of a red hatched line 
which may become available for 
entry as a result of cancellation 
or abandonment are also reserved

people to assist in the conserva- 
tion “of gasoline supply ; 

‘‘Recent information discloses 
the fact that production is begin- 
ning to lag behind the demand 
from ll sourées. “The require- 
ments of the western harvest fields 
owing to the ever increasing use 
of mechanical motor power, has 
been very large and the country 
is now face to face with an actual 
gasoline shortage. Whether or 
when production will overtake 
this shortage it is difficult to say, 
but this is the period of the year 
when the consumption of gasoline 

® is at its highest and the increased 
domestic demands, together with 
the extensive overseas require- 
ments have rendered necessary ad- 
a! equate safeguards against a poss- 

ithe shortage. . 

Under the circumstances the 
fuel controller appeals to the peo- 
ple of Canada to exercise the 
most rigid economy in the econsum- 
ption of gasoline until sueh time 
as the public is officially notified 
that no further necessity exists 
for extraordinary economy. This 
may be effected in two directions, 
first by eliminating entirely all un- 
necessary use of motor cars, and 
secondly by the economical use 
and handling of gasoline. 

‘*The public is particularly re- 
quested to discontinue the use of 
motor driven vehicles on Sundays, 
with the following exceptions, 
Tractors and motor trucks em- 
ployed in actual transportation of 
freight, vehicles of physicians us- 
ed in performance of professional 
duties, ambulances, fire equipment 
police wagons and conveyances 
used for funerals, railway equip- 
ment using gasoline, repair out- 
fits employed for telephone and 
public service companies, motor 
companies on errands necessary in 
rural communities ‘where trans- 
portation of steam or cleetricity is 
not available. 

“In regard to economy in hand- 
ling it has been estimated that 
strict observance of the following 
rules would conserve one and a 
half million gallons of gasoline 
daily in the United States. In 
Canada the saving would be pro- 
portionately equal: ; 

‘‘l—Avoid spilling gasoline. 
2—Don’t permit leaks. 3—Use no 
 eeogeg for washing.—4Do not 
eave tanks or cans open.-5—Was- 
te no lubricating oil.’’ 

While the necessity of rigid 
compliance with the fuel control- 
lers’ appeal is very real. Mr. 
Magrath hesitates to embody his 
request in formal and drastic re- 
gulations owing to the fact to sue- 
cessfully enforee such regula- 
tions would involve very consid- 
erable inconvenience and would 
probably necessitate a card system 
in conneetion with gasoline  con- 
sumption. Such being case the 
fuel controller has decided to ob- 
serve the effect of an appeal for 
voluntary conservvation. Should 
this not be found sufficiently or 
quickly effective, he will of course, 
have no other option than to em- 
body the necessary restrictions in 
formal regulations and to prov- 
ide for this enforcement.

The Kinghts of Columbus have 
undertaken a Dominion wide ap- 
peal to secure money for huts for 
soldiers overseas. The drive be- 
gins on September 15th, and clos- 
es on September 23, The money 
to be raised is to be devoted to the 
work of the Army Hut Associa- 
tion. It has done wonderful 
work overseas in the past two 
years, having established huts at 
Bramshott, Whitley, Seaford, Coo- 
der, Shorneliffe, Purflect and Bux- 
ton, There are also two clubs in 
the city of London under the dir- 
ection of this association, huts at 
Le Treport, Etaples, and also tents 
at the stationary hospitals, cas- 
ualty clearng stations. Chapels 
and reading rooms, huts with the 
wounded ‘hospital at Orpington, 
and MeGill at Boulogne, also at 
No. 8 French Canadian Hospital 
at St Cloud. 

These huts provide for recrea- 
tion and amusement, food, soft 
drinks and everything which 
would add to the comfort and need 
of the soldiers as well as chapels 
for religious services. The huts 
perform the twofold service of 
Chapel for Catholic soldiers, and 
recreation huts for all soldiers re- 
gardless of creed. 

None of the officers are paid by 
the association, not a cent of profit 
has been made or will be made. 
The books.of the association are 
regularly audited. The money is 
to keep the Canadian soldiers 
clean in soul and body. The huts 
are for the use of the soldiers. 
Welcome clubs) are maintained 
in the city of London where rest 
is provided for the men and prop 
cr amusement is afforded them 
when on leave. The information 
Bureau is the source of connection 
between the soldier and his rela 
tives at home. 

In order that the

essary for it to have money. ‘lhe 
knights of Columbus have agreed 
to raise the money required, and 
the endeavor is now made to sec 
ure the sum of $500,000. The 
knights of Columbus act as trus 
tees, and the money will be dispo 
sed of under the military 
chaplain service, regular) 
nized by the Canadian 
ment.

Kor the purpose of preparing 
statistics the total uumber of 
flights and casualties throughout 
the entire RAE. during a certain 
period Was obtaimed. For the pur 
pose of comparison siuuilar stat 
istics Were Obtained from training 
Squadrons operating in Mngland 
In the R.F.A. there were in Canada 
$6,253 flights, with 13,566 hours 
flying, during which there were 09

statistics give 9,000 flights, with 
4,000 hours flying, during which 
there were 58 crashes (practically 
the same) 16 were admissions to 
_ hospital. 

| From the above figures you will 
see that for four times as many 
flights, with three times. as many 
hours in the air, the number of 
Canadian casualties is practically 
the same as the number of English 
casualties.. 

You will note that the above fi- 
gures in Canada cover approxim- 
ately 813,860 miles, or 34 times ar- 
ound the Globe, thus we have one 
fatality for 116,280 miles, or for 5 
times around the Globe. The con- 
clusions to be drawn from the 
above figures are so evident that 
no further explanation is required.
